I herewith file my claims against Capti R* Nigrelli of 
C.J-C* Genova and Capt»‘T)edario C.J.C. >!ilano.» As much ss I personaly 
regret it, I have tc^go' on record about these two cases because both 
hurt my feelings and both caused me material damage which must be 
made good at some later date* 

Capt. Nigrelli on April 30th » personnaly arrested Mrs- Luisa 
Parrilli. He questioned her from T»30 in the t.fternoon until 7 o’clock 
in the evening txn6 finally he escorted her the same evening to the 
local prison of liarassi. 

I only mention this fact because I recently heard a version 
where he stated that he had found Mrs. Parrilli alrej^dy in jail, 
which is not true* It is my duty today to find out 4f he really 
had aregular case against herand, if so, vrhat the charge was, or 
was he only after me? This ceui be found out today thrcugh your 
courterry, but 1 am also prepared to carry my request to the highest 
0,3. A. authorities until I definitely knovz, and I am intitled to 
know. 

To my mind, : r. Nigrelli wanted to be smart and has pi:* \ ed 

the old Lrerraan trick by arrestj^ her when he was after me.- As a 

matter of fact, duri...g the ques^ionjing, he personally insisted th^. t 
he knev where i was. Ke saia that 1 was hidden in town, and he gave 

to understand that Mrs. >. knew all about it. Of course, you know that' 

was requested after my last tri.. on April 23ra to stay in Switzerland 
because of the partisan danger. 



For 22 days ..rs. I* was kept in jail, where she became serious- 
ly ill. Also please let kr. Nigrelli know that I an not walking 
around overhere like e " hero ' as he thinks and tells other peaple 
in Genova, as I am just a brokenhearted man worring about Mrs. Parrilli 
beeing at the moment ina Tb. Sanatorium at Davos and this because 
of Mr. Nigrelli *s stupid approch to his job. 



With reference to my villa at Pegli: The day Mrs. F.was freed 
by Caserte. orders, on May 21st, ( and here again my information is 
not quite clear because Oaeerta issued orders around May loth) 

Mr. Kigrelli phontju on the 22nd and wanted to meet Mrs. Parrilli at 
her hose , which he did. .uring a friendly discussion, the main point 
was , how to protect the home during krs. P's absence. On Mr. N' s

suggestion, my cousin, Mrs. yiorelli the nialds and the cook should 
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leave the house because of fcr. Nigrelli*s previous experience 
with such cases and because of the near partisans living in the 
upper villa.- 

Mr* Kigrelxi was to take full responsabiXit^ for protecting 
the propert: either b; putting requisition seals on it or by 
taking the house over himself. Therefore I am not interested 
now in knowing r.ho took the car away from the gera^.e, who took 
the liquor and other wines from the cellar, the food , the radio- 
sets, the linen, personal belongings of kr. and krs. z • I am onl\ 
asking whatever is not brought back at once in the original con- 
dition wll have to be paid for by i.r. Nigrelli.

as far as I am concerned what he thinks of me. As I am perfectly 
satisfied that " other Americans- know what I have accomplished 
for the ' bonne cause" . It was certainlj worthwhile for me per- ' 
iodicaliy risking my life and • s a matter of fact, you also risked 
it once with us, we can toduy only be proud of it, with or without 
Mr. k” 8 consent.

I wish you would telji him that if the highest Allied autho- 
rities were satisfied, and the§L certainly knew what they were 
doing, it is not up to him to investigate, now that the show is 
over, how the deal was performed — which, incidentally was the 
masterpiece of -r.merican Diplomacy of this war. I can imagine 
where the information comes from { Dr. liuegel) and therefore I am 
entrusting tc you cojies of two reports, the originals of which 
re in the files of Mr. Dulles. _hese reports mention specific 
facts which show in what light I was with the merman headquarters 
in xerlin and Verona and how difficult it was at that time to 
keep my feet on the ground. 

*^r. N. found , in searching my house a machine gun with 
a Ger’T-an permit. This weapon was left there purposely, and whatever 
else he may have found which locked suspect to him arid which would,, 
of Course, have been so easy to destroy, was only left there be- 
cause of the pdSwibility of a German search of the house before 
they left the country. 

Also Mrs. Parrilli was staging in the house only to cover 
the activity of Mr. P. with the Allies, whereas she could have easely 
come to Switzerland with the help and consent of the Allies.— 

If Mr. Nigrelii only knew how many friends got through me 
German permits to carry weapons, permits to drive cars, travelling 
permits for persecuted people by the Germans and neo-fascists 
( Guidef^immer* job ), if Mr. M. only knew how many Jews, how 
many deserters, prominent personalities, have hidden in that 
very same house of Pegli during the most critical moments of the 
war. — 
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Mrs* p* tried to teii him something about this, but Mr.i • 
was too busy ?/ith his detective attitudes and he did not want to 
listen. 

You should let Mr. know that v/e shall fight him to the 
lisit of our ability if he ever tries to miniLiize the success pf 
our activity which led to the unconditional surrender.— 

Claim against kr. Dadario . on June 2n^. as you know > and ‘ 

end whittnessed, I lo--.ndd Mr. D. in Lugano a Lencia car, fully 
equipped and with almost brand new tires, i or this same car I had , ■ 
been offered 1,;0C,000 lire just a few dejs before. Thf agreemerit ; v . 
was, that he would bring the car b^^ck to Lugan o withlr. a wfetkfjpi* 
ten days. I am tcid now that Mr.Dadorio hasi leff for the u.SyA. 
and thax» uht car is lost in the shuffle. I €uh sure I heve tiie right’ . 
to ask that the car be replaced or "hi.t it be paid for. ,

oi olaii&a which hare been ehlfted back and forth between Casex^tat 
Eoae and Bern because no one would accept reeponaibllity for their 
eettlenent. In eeyeral inetances these olalj&a were filed by people 
who had at one tine or another worked for both the Italian and 
Swiss Missions* Seyeral others were filed by persons of question- 
able Integrity and Mr* Jones reported that he was directed to 
refer these caees tc in order that an inrestigation could be 
Asde to determine whether or not the persons involyed were double 
agents* 

2* Since it is necessary to review and sake final disposi- 
tion of these claios, the inatter was discussed at aone length and 
a request has oeen sent to Hone eisking that It* Presutti, or eome 
other officer with legal and linguistic qualifications, be loaned 
to this unit and assigned to alien to work with X-2 in clearing 
up the situation* In the absence of Colonel Maddox, Major Ex^wum 
Ixidioated that such an arrangeisent could be worked out and that the 
officer would be sent Inmediately*
